S.R.O. 36. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the posts of Senior Dietician, Dietician and 
Clinical Psychologist in the hospitals of Indian Air Force, namely : - 

1. Short title and commencement: (1) These rules may be called the Indian Air Force (Senior Dietician, Dietician 
and Clinical Psychologist) Civilians (Group ‘A’ and Group ‘B' Posts) Recruitment Rules, 2019. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application. —These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column (1) of the Schedule annexed to these 
rules.

8. Saving . - Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation, relaxation of age-limit and other concessions required 
to be provided for the Schedule Castes, the Schedule Tribes, Other Backward Classes, Ex-servicemen and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.
